A full  range  of  United  States  Coins,  both  colo- 
nial and  regular  issues,  as  well  as  Patterns  and 
Territorial  Gold,  are  included  in  this  Summer  ’93 
Fixed  Price  List.  Our  offering  includes  Early  U.S. 
Medals,  featuring  a 1792  Washington  Half  Dollar 
and  a Washington  Sampson  medal. 

The  Regular  U.S.  series  commences  with  Half 
Cents,  highlighted  by  a 1793.  In  the  Large  Cent 
series  there  are  three  different  types  of  1 793,  and  a 
lovely  date  and  variety  offering  through  1855.  The 
Smalt  Cents  include  many  scarce  and  choice  ex- 
amples. Also  in  this  minors  series,  there  are  won- 
derful selections  of  choice  Two  Cent,  Three  Cent 
Silver  and  Nickel  Pieces  and  Five  Cent  coins.  In 
the  silver  series  a choice  offering  of  Half  Dimes 
can  be  found  beginning  with  1794.  The  Dimes 
include  several  lovely  Bust  Type  specimens,  and  is 
followed  by  choice  examples  of  the  Liberty  Seated 
series. 

The  Quarters  include  examples  of  1796,  1806 
and  1821  in  the  Bust  series,  and  continue  with 
outstanding  examples  of  the  Liberty  Seated  series. 
Half  Dollars  begin  with  1 795  and  boast  a good 
selection  of  Bust  Type,  Liberty  Seated,  Barber  and 
Liberty  Walking  types.  The  highlight  of  the  Silver 
Dollar  section  is  a choice  example  of  1794.  An 
attractive  group  of  Liberty  Seated  and  many 
choice  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars  are  included. 
Commemorative  Silver  coins  are  included.  In  the 
U.S.  Pattern  series  one  can  find  various  denomi- 
nations represented,  including  a "Washlady” 
Half  Dollar  in  Copper  and  a $4.00  Stella  in 
Aluminum. 

The  Gold  Coins  include  a lovely  selection  of 
examples  from  the  $1.00  Gold  through  the  $50.00 
Gold.  Included  in  the  offering  are:  $1.00  Gold  of 
1882  in  Proof;  Quarter  Eagles  ($2.50  Gold)  of 
1807,  1829,  1849D’,  185 ID’,  1858V’,  all  in  high 
grades;  $3.00  Gold  of  1873,  1885,  1889;  Half  Ea- 
gles ($5.00  Gold)  feature  1799,  1800,  1813,  1820; 


Eagles  ($10.00  Gold)  with  examples  of  1799, 1801, 
1907  Rolled  Edge,  1907  Wire  edge;  Double  Ea- 
gles ($20.00  Gold)  include  1855'0’,  1860'O’, 
187rCC’  and  1920' S’.  Commemorative  Gold  in- 
cludes a Panama -Pacific  Set  in  Copper  Frame. 

The  U.S.  Gold  series  concludes  with  an  exciting 
offering  of  Territorial  Gold  from  the  $1.00  to 
$50.00  Octagonal  Slug.  Among  the  highlights  are 
a Wass,  Molitor  $10.00  and  a Mormon  $5.00  of 
1860,  the  Lion  and  Beehive. 

The  Ancient  Coins  begin  with  a rare  and  lovely 
Heavg  Gold  State  of  King  Croesus,  representing 
the  second  phase  of  the  development  of  coinage 
when  separate  Gold  and  Silver  issues  superseded 
the  earlier  Electrum.  The  Roman  section  features 
a choice  select  group  of  gold  including  the  very 
rare  Phoenix  Aureus  of  Divus  Trajan  and  a Soli- 
dus of  Majorian,  one  of  the  last  Roman  emperors. 
A small  but  nicely  representive  selection  of  Byzan- 
tine Gold  and  Electrum  follows.  The  Greek  Silver 
section  spans  the  broad  geographical  area  of  the 
ancient  world,  with  wonderful  examples  from 
Magna  Graecia,  mainland  Greece,  Asia  and  Afri- 
ca. The  Judaean  Coins  include  numerous  attrac- 
tive local  bronzes,  a fine  group  of  Second  Revolt 
Silver,  and  a attractive  Judaea  Capta  Sestertius. 
The  Ancient  section  concludes  with  a fine  selec- 
tion of  Roman  Imperial  Silver. 

A highlight  of  the  Foreign  Gold  section  is  the 
very  rare  and  possibly  unique  Proof  Bulgarian  20 
Leva  of  1894.  This  is  followed  by  a choice  Santia- 
go 1 751  8 Escudos  of  Ferdinand  VI,  one  of  the 
finest  from  the  River  Plate  hoard.  Additional 
choice  Latin  American  Gold  coins  are  abundantly 
represented  throughout  the  list.  Among  the  Silver 
Foreign  Coins  are  an  excessively  rare  British 
Proof  Gothic  Florin  of  1880,  a superb  and  excep- 
tional Henry  VIII  facing  bust  Testoon,  and  a 
Choice  Louis  XVI  Constitutional  Ecu  of  1792,  one 
of  the  finest  from  the  recent  hoard.

Evidence  of  die  rust  indicates  that  Silver  strikes  of 
this  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  engraver’s  Washing- 
ton portrait  pieces  are  of  later  date  than  the  known 
copper  impressions.  In  any  event,  Getz’  outstanding 
designs  remain  as  patterns,  as  the  intended  honoree. 
President  Washington,  expressed  his  disapproval  of 
the  suggested  portrait  coinage.

In  fact,  this  was  a lottery 
medal  for  the  sale  of  Henry  Jernegan’s  unsalable  quarter- 
ton  cistern  or  wine  vessel,  which  now  resides  in  the 
Hermitage  in  St.  Petersburg.

In  October  of  1747,  the  Dutch  ship  Reijgersdaal  sunk  off 
of  Cape  Town  in  a violent  storm.  All  but  1 7 members  of  her 
crew  died  as  she  was  pummeled  against  rocks  near  shore.  On 
board  the  ship  were  29,000  “Pillar  Dollars”  struck  in  Mexico 
City  between  1 732  and  1 744.  The  coins  offered  here  were  all 
high  grade  circulated  or  Mint  State  specimens  when  the  ship 
sank,  but  two  hundred  and  more  years  of  sea  immersion  does 
have  its  lasting  effects.  All  exhibit  some  porosity  from  sea 
water,  but  all  essentially  grade  Very  Fine.

Stack’s  believes  that  adjectival  grading  is  the  best  way  to  describe  a coin.  However,  as  numerical  grading 
has  become  part  of  the  grading  vocabulary.  Stack’s  wishes  to  define  the  adjectival  and  numerical  grading  as 
Stack’s  interprets  it  in  this  catalogue.  Others  may  differ  from  this  interpretation.  See  our  Terms  of  Sale  above 
for  a full  explanation. 

Comparative  Grading  Language 

Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-60  and  means  that  it  is  probable  that  the  coin  has  not  entered 
general  circulation;  the  coin  may  have  heavy  contact  marks,  noticeable  hairlines  and  have  original  luster  (or 
be  impaired).  It  is  the  lowest  state  of  preservation  of  uncirculated  coins.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at 
least  MS-63,  which  means  that  it  has  more  attractive  eye  appeal  than  an  MS-60,  may  have  original  or  slightly 
impaired  luster,  may  have  a few  scattered  hairlines  or  even  a small  patch  of  hairlines;  and  may  have  some 
distracting  contact  marks  in  the  field  or  design.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  is  at  least  MS-65  and  has  very 
pleasing  eye  appeal  (more  so  than  an  MS-63)  and  full  lustre.  It  may  have  a few  scattered  hairlines  and  may 
also  have  a minimal  number  of  contact  marks.  Scuff  marks  may  show.  STACK’S  does  not  represent  that  a 
^numismatic  item  has  or  has  not  been  cleaned;  that  any  toning  is  natural  or  artificial;  that  any  coin  catalogued 
will  meet  the  standards,  or  the  grade,  of  any  third  party  or  third  party  grading  service.  It  should  be  under- 
stood by  all  that  grading  is  a subjective  art  and  that  others  may  differ  from  these  interpretations. 
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
